Town mulls $675K price, 
potential municipal uses

The $675,000 purchase of the Cincot¬ 
ta farm may be on the next City Coun¬ 
cil agenda, though the deal is far from 
done. Mayor William Sapelli said this 
week. 

The closing of the farm at 1252 
Springfield St., Feeding Hills, gives the 
town an opportunity to acquire 6.47 
acres along a main road next to Stop 8c 
Shop and across from Agawam Junior 
High School. Whether the expense is 
worth it will depend on what use the 
town can find for the land, Sapelli said. 

“There are so many things we can do, 
especially in Feeding Hills,” Sapelli said. 
“Before I let something like this go, I 
want to make sure we investigate it and 
see if it’s something we want.” 

At the top of his wish list is a site for 
a new Early Childhood Center — a pre¬ 
school building that can be expanded to 
include kindergarten — or a new police 
station to replace the aging police head¬ 
quarters farther east on Springfield

Grants to aid audio, 
garden for senior ctr.

Outfitting the fitness and din¬ 
ing rooms in the senior center 
with new AudioFetch Systems 
will bring new audio opportuni¬ 
ties for seniors throughout the 
entire building. 

Senior Center Director Mi¬ 
chael Squindo explained that 
the new system — funded by a 
$5,500 from the state’s Executive 
Office of Elder Affairs, which 
was accepted by the City Coun¬ 
cil at its meeting on Dec. 3 — will 
allow users to get audio from the 
televisions in those rooms any¬ 


where in the building and effec¬ 
tively turn every smartphone, 
or other smart device, into an 
assistive listening device, which 
the center is in short supply on. 

“Everybody with a smart¬ 
phone would have an assistive 
listening device in their pocket,” 
Squindo said. “If they want to 
listen to something in the din¬ 
ing room, they can pick their 
own channel from what we’re 
broadcasting, like changing the 
channel on the radio.” 

The system is going to cost 
$4,336.11 to implement and in-

The two Pierce Enforcer en¬ 
gines are a product of weeks 
of careful design and specifi¬ 
cation by Agawam firefighters 
and months of construction 
at the Pierce Manufacturing 
plant in Appleton, Wis. They 
will service the town for more 
than 20 years. One will be sta¬ 
tioned at Fire Headquarters on 
Main Street and the other at 
Station 2 at 1200 Springfield 
St. The new engines replace a 
pair of 1996 models. 


They call it the Singing Christ¬ 
mas Tree but it isn’t the tree that 
sings — it’s the dozens and dozens 
of hardworking performers, cos¬ 
tumers, artists and technicians 
who put on a Christmas pageant 
at Bethany Assembly of God that 
attracts attention from all over 
Western Massachusetts. As we 
prepare to enjoy the music and 
theatrics of the Nativity story told 
as only Bethany can, let’s peer be¬ 
hind the scenes. April Graziano is 
the director of drama for the Sing¬ 
ing Christmas Tree Spectacular 
and a former member of the choir. 

Q: How did you first get invoived with 
the Singing Christmas Tree? Was it a 
person or another factor that ied to 
you wanting to sing in the church? 

A: 1 had been a member of the 
choir in my church in another part 
of Massachusetts. When 1 moved 
back here, 1 wanted to continue 
singing. As far as the tree goes, my 
dad actually is the one who built 
the first and second trees 43 years 
ago. He actually built the tree in 
our backyard, to begin with. There 
was a church in California that 
had built an outdoor tree for their 
choir to sing in at Christmas. The 
senior pastor at the time asked 
my dad if he could make structure 
for our church inside the sanctu¬ 
ary. That’s my first connection to 
it. It’s very personal. 

Q: As the drama director, what are 
your duties? 

A: Coordinating with Pastor 
Ken [Bryars] for the songs that 
the drama volunteers portray. 
With the Nativity scene — angels, 
lighting and costumes, choreog¬ 
raphy — and two assistants help 
with that too. 

Q: How much preparation is going on 
behind the scenes? 

A: Pastor Ken, 1 believe, starts 
early summer. Choir starts three 
months ahead, drama is three to 
six weeks ahead. I spend prob¬ 
ably an average of four days a 
week right now. It will dramati¬ 
cally increase as we get close. The 
week before we’ll be here almost 
every night. 

Q; How many actors? 

A: About 25 each year. 

Q: How many for the choir? 

A: Around 50, and orchestra is 
around 18 to 20. 

Q: How many peopie are behind the 
scenes? 

A: We have sounds and light¬ 
ing, video and media tech sup¬ 
port. That’s probably about 15 
people. Then also the nursery, 
because we have childcare for the 
presentations as well as for the 
youngest ones. That would be five 
to seven people, ushers are anoth¬ 
er seven to 10 and of course all of 


our regular staff at the church, 
so administration, staff, mainte¬ 
nance and we have an entire crew 
of volunteers who assemble and 
dissemble to the tree of about 15 
to 30 people. 

Q: How iong does it take them to buiid 
that tree? 

A: A day to build the tree and 
a day to decorate it. It takes a day 
to take it down. It’s always quick¬ 
er after. 

Q: What’s it iike being a member of 
the choir getting to be in the tree? 

A: It’s a very large commit¬ 
ment. It’s exciting to work with 
so many people for such an im¬ 
portant event for the community 
and for the church. You have to 
be very dedicated, because out¬ 
side of the practice sessions you 
have to memorize your music and 
there are a lot of songs to memo¬ 
rize, but it is a very fulfilling role 
because it all comes together and 
is always more than the individu¬ 
al pieces. 

Q: How many and how iong are prac¬ 
tice sessions for choir? 

A: Weekly. There’re also a cou¬ 
ple Saturday practices. The week 
of the performance there are two 
evening performance beforehand. 
They’re two hours each. 

Q: Do you sing with the church reg- 
uiariy? 

A: I’m not in the choir any¬ 
more. I was leading the book¬ 
store for awhile and that was a 
big commitment; I didn’t have 
time for other things. We have a 


room down the hall and we have 
lots of gift items, but also Bibles, 
books, class books. There’s a 
good range. Videos, CDs, differ¬ 
ent kinds of things. 

Q: Did you attend the event before 
taking part in it? 

A: Many, many times over the 
years. But my first year back I 
knew I wanted to participate in it, 
which was in 2012. 

Q: You’ve been in the audience, in the 
tree, now behind the scenes. Other 
than your particuiar job, what is your 
favorite part of the event? 

A: The nights of the presen¬ 
tation where just the awe and 
majesty of God giving his son, 
coming down to earth for us, it 
just becomes very real with the 
music, with the drama, the sound, 
the lights. It makes you pause and 
think of the enormity of that and 
the meaning of Christmas. 

Q: Do you do anything iike this in your 
professionai iife? 

A: Well, part of the reason it’s 
fun is because it’s completely 
different. I have been assistant 
directing for several years help¬ 
ing Marilene Allen, who is one of 
the co-owners of Red Door The¬ 
atre and a member of the church. 
She’s been doing it a very long 
time, she’s very talented. I also 
have worked with kids in school 
settings and other presentations 
for churches. 

Q: When you’re not here at the church 
voiunteering, what are you doing? 

A: I am an educator. I teach fu-

I’m an education 
professor. I’ve been there full-time 
or part-time since 2007.1 love the 
college.

Street. He said “people have men¬ 
tioned a town hall” as a potential use 
for this property. He also noted that 
a recent consultant’s report found a 
need for more parkland in Feeding 
Hills and more athletic fields in town. 

Whether any of those uses would 
fit on this particular property was still 
unclear earlier this week. Sapelli said 
town officials walked the site on Tues¬ 
day and found a brook cutting across 
it, which may make it difficult to de¬ 
velop the full 6.47 acres. 

“There’s much more wetlands than 
we anticipated on this property,” Sa¬ 
pelli said. 

The farm property consists of three 
lots along Springfield Street and in¬ 
cludes the farmstand, greenhouses, 
farm fields and Cincotta residence. 
The Cincottas agreed on Aug. 29 to sell 
it for $675,000 to Eagle Investments of 
Agawam. According to a letter sent 
by the Cincottas to the mayor’s office, 
“the buyer intends to convert the use 
to a business use.” 

In an addendum to the purchase 
and sales agreement. Eagle Invest¬ 
ments promises that it will apply for 
“site plan approval to develop not less 
than 25,000 square feet of office, ware¬ 


house and/or retail space.” The sale 
has not yet closed, however, because 
of the town’s rights under Chapter 
61 A, a special status for agricultural 
land that qualified the Cincottas for a 
reduced tax rate. 

When any land with Chapter 61A 
status is sold to a developer, the town 
has the right to match that private 
offer within 120 days and acquire the 
land itself. If the town does not exer¬ 
cise this right of first refusal, the buyer 
will have to pay a penalty tax equiva¬ 
lent to several years of the difference 
between the Chapter 61A tax rate and 
the standard tax rate, and the land 
would be taxed as normal in subse¬ 
quent years. 

The deadline for town officials to 
exercise their option is Jan. 2. The City 
Council introduced a mayoral resolu¬ 
tion to purchase the land at its meet¬ 
ing this week, so councilors could 
take a vote at their Dec. 17 meeting, if 
they choose to. 

Sapelli said regardless of what of¬ 
ficials decide to do with the Cincotta 
property, it makes sense to look close¬ 
ly at any farm property it can acquire. 
He said “the town is kicking itself over 
not buying” the 12.5-acre property at 
586 Mill St. in Feeding Hills, which 
was sold to HAP Housing — now 
called Way Finders — and is expected 


to be developed as an affordable hous¬ 
ing apartment complex. That proper¬ 
ty, centrally located in town and not 
far from the high school and library, 
had also been suggested as a potential 
Early Childhood Center site. 

Right of first refusal should not be 
used just to block an unpopular de¬ 
velopment, however, Sapelli said. Nor 
can the town afford to buy every prop¬ 
erty that comes up for sale. 

“We aren’t going to exercise our 
right of first refusal unless it absolutely 
benefits the town,” he said. “We’ll make 
that decision in the next few weeks.” 

In addition to municipal buildings 
and fields, Sapelli said the Cincotta 
land might be a good place to build an 
affordable housing complex, another 
need that consultants have identified 
in recent years. 

Cincottas farmstand closed this 
fall, ending a four-generation family 
business that had started in 1936. For 
decades, the farm produced fruit, vege¬ 
tables, herbs and flowers; the farmstand 
also sold local honey, bread and milk. 

Laura Cincotta, who owns the 
property, kept the farmstand going 
with the help of her son Felix L. Cin¬ 
cotta after the death of her husband 
Felix A. Cincotta in 2003. In its final 
years, Laura and Felix L. were the only 
two employees of the farm.

Claim your 
packages so 
thieves don’t 

A t this time of year, residents every¬ 
where eagerly await the arrival of 
packages from family, friends and 
their own orders. Unfortunately, poten¬ 
tial thieves are doing the same and can 
easily disrupt what should be a pleasant 
and joyful season. 

Practically every police department 
in the state has received a few reports of 
stolen packages from steps and porches 
in recent days, and many of them have 
warned their residents of the possibility 
of stolen parcels, noting that sometimes 
criminals make a point to follow delivery 
trucks from the US. Postal Service, Fe¬ 
dEx, UPS and other carriers. Consumers 
should choose shipping options that re¬ 
quire a signature, or have a trusted neigh¬ 
bor take in a package once it arrives. 

Many post offices catalog when pack¬ 
ages are delivered. Residents who are go¬ 
ing to be away for any length of time can 
request packages be left at the local post 
office to be picked up. 

Not surprisingly, higher-risk areas for 
theft tend to be off main roads, where 
there aren’t as many eyes on those com¬ 
ing and going. When a theft is reported 
at the post office, the protocol is to con¬ 
firm with the carrier if an item has been 
delivered, and ask the customer if there 
are other members of the household 
who could have brought it in, or if there 
are spots the package could have been 
left that they had not checked yet. 

With online ordering increasingly 
popular and more items delivered di¬ 
rectly to homes, convenience needed 
to be matched with vigilance about the 
status of the items being sent, on the 
part of those ordering gifts and those 
receiving them. 

If an item is confirmed delivered by 
the company but not received, report 
the loss to the original company, the 
shipping company and local police. Res¬ 
idents should obviously be alert for sus¬ 
picious activity in their neighborhood, 
such as vehicles following delivery trucks 
or unfamiliar people approaching visible 
packages on foot. They should report any¬ 
thing witnessed to local authorities with 
as much detail as possible, such as make, 
model and license plate of the vehicle or 
general description of individuals. 

Often, people in the community do 
not want to call authorities for fear of get¬ 
ting involved in something unnecessarily 
or “bothering” them. The reality is that 
even the smallest detail reported could 
prevent a big problem for your friends 
and neighbors this holiday season.

DPW shares rules for 
weathering winter 


Aid to the 


Department of Public 
Works officials recent¬ 
ly reminded residents 
of snowstorm rules and 
cold-weather maintenance 
tips, including the place¬ 
ment of trash carts, keeping 
sidewalks clear, avoiding 
frozen pipes and keeping 
fire hydrants clear during 
the winter months. 

Trash service 

• During or after a snow¬ 
storm, residents are asked 
to wait until 7 a.m. of their 
scheduled collection day to 
roll carts to the tree belt. 

• Residents are asked to 
remove carts from the tree 
belts as soon as possible. 
Carts should not be left out 
overnight during a snow¬ 
storm. 

• The town is not re¬ 
sponsible for any damage 
to carts left out during a 
snowstorm where services 
have been cancelled. 

• Any change in service 
due to weather will be an¬ 
nounced on the news page 
at www.agawam.ma.us, as 
well as through the town’s 
“Code Red” community no¬ 
tification call. To join Code 
Red, visit www.agawam. 
ma.us. 

Parking bans 

• During heavy snowfall, 
residents are asked to park 
off the street to allow plows 
to clear as much of the 
roadway as possible. 

• Parking bans will be 
posted on the town web¬ 
site, as well as on televi¬ 
sion stations WGGB (ABC) 
40, WSHM (CBS) 3, WWLP 
(NBC) 22 and Fox 6 , and on 
radio stations WMAS-FM 
94.7, WAQY-FM 102.1 and 
WHYN-AM 560. 

• Any vehicle parked in 
violation of a winter park¬ 
ing ban may be removed by 
the town, with all charges 
and expenses incurred at 
the expense of the vehicle 
owner. 

Snow shoveling 

• Under Agawam Ordi¬ 
nance 155-10, it is the re¬ 
sponsibility of the adjacent 
property owner to keep 
sidewalks clear of snow and 
ice within 24 hours after 
snowfall ends or where ice 
has encumbered. 

• Cleared snow and ice 
shall not be pushed into 
streets or other public 
rights of way. 

• Report snow- and 
ice-obstructed sidewalks 
to Agawam Police Depart¬ 
ment at 413-786-4767, or 
the Department of Inspec¬ 
tion Services at 413-821- 
0632. 

• Residents are asked to 
be observant of fire hydrant 
locations to ensure that 
emergency access to those 
hydrants is maintained. 

• The Water and Fire de¬ 
partments ask that a 2 - to 
3-foot circle around the hy¬ 
drants be left clear of signif¬ 
icant snow accumulations 
to provide clear emergency 
access. 

Carbon monoxide 

• Homeowners should 
have their heating sys¬ 
tem, water heater, and any 
other gas-, oil-, wood- or 
coal-burning appliance ser¬ 


viced by a qualified techni¬ 
cian every year. These can 
be sources of carbon mon¬ 
oxide poisoning. 

• Do not use a gener¬ 
ator, charcoal grill, camp 
stove, or other gasoline or 
charcoal burning devices 
inside a home, basement or 
garage, or near a window. 
Generators should be locat¬ 
ed at least 20 feet from an 
occupied structure. 

• Fireplaces should be 
kept clean and well-vented. 

• Homeowners should 
inspect their property af¬ 
ter heavy snowfall to make 
sure snow is removed from 
around exhaust stacks, 
vents and fresh-air intakes 

Frozen pipes 

• Homeowners should 
drain water from all swim¬ 
ming pool and water sprin¬ 
kler supply lines. 

• Hoses used outdoors 
should be removed, drained 
and stored. 

• Attics, basements and 
crawl spaces should be 
insulated, and doors and 
windows should be weath¬ 
er-stripped. Insulation will 
maintain higher tempera¬ 
tures in these areas. 

• Cabinet doors under 
sinks should be left open, 
especially sinks located on 
exterior walls. 

• Thermostats should 
be set no lower than 55 de¬ 
grees, even if the house is 
unoccupied. 

• Faucets should be 
opened slightly to drip if 
there is a chance a pipe will 
freeze. 

• Protecting water me¬ 
ters from freezing will 
avoid any maintenance or 
replacement charges.

eind added other machinery 
for students to use, includ¬ 
ing some newer, comput¬ 
er-simulated manufactur¬ 
ing equipment. 

Starting next month, he 
will begin teaching the first 
group of students to use the 
machines in three courses 
that comprise a new man¬ 
ufacturing and engineering 
program in the AHS techni¬ 
cal education department. 
They will serve as introduc¬ 
tory experiences for stu¬ 
dents interested in learning 
about machining and man¬ 
ufacturing. 

AHS students will learn 
how to create metal parts 
using various machine tools 
in the Computer Integrated 
Machining course. They will 
interpret specifications for 
machines using blueprints 
or sketches, and then make 
precision parts on lathes, 
milling machines, shapers, 
and grinders. 

The Plastics Processing 
Production course intro¬ 
duces students to the basics 
of additive design and man¬ 
ufacturing — commonly 
called 3-D printing — with 
multiple types of plastics. 
They will learn about com¬ 
puter aided design (CAD) 
to construct usable prod¬ 
ucts with 3D printing. 

Students will gain an un¬ 
derstanding of how key math 
and physics concepts are re¬ 
lated to careers in technolo¬ 
gy and engineering fields in 
an Introduction to Mechan¬ 
ical Engineering. Working 
individually or in teams, it 
will expose students to tools, 
machines, processes, and 
products used in modern en¬ 
gineering. 

The new courses will 
help students who want to 
learn skills for highly-paid 
manufacturing jobs as soon 
as they graduate. The cours¬ 
es also can be springboards 
for students who want to 
pursue engineering degrees 
at four-year colleges or as 
an alternative to a manu¬ 
facturing program offered 
at C-TEC, the vocational 
school at the Lower Pioneer 
Valley Educational Collabo¬ 
rative in West Springfield. 

Whatever a student’s ca¬ 
reer goal might be in man¬ 
ufacturing or engineering. 
School Superintendent 
Steven Lemanski said, the 
courses can teach students 
skills that will connect 
them to manufacturing in¬ 
dustry jobs quicker. 

“Today’s jobs in man¬ 
ufacturing aren’t like the 
ones from 50 years ago. 
Now, the work is much 
more modern and high- 
tech. Companies produce 
precision-machined parts 
that require highly-skilled 
workers who can operate 
machines to create those 
parts,” he explained. 

One of those companies 
is Agawam-based Governors 
America Corp., which will 
host a free career night for 
students and parents next 
Thursday at its Silver Street 
facility. It manufactures a 
broad, technically advanced 
line of electronic governing 
and fuel control systems us¬ 
ing advanced technologies 
to develop and manufacture 
its engine controls. 


GAC’s assembly process 
uses the latest in automatic 
and semi-automatic pro¬ 
duction methods and tools. 
Machinists, technical assem¬ 
blers, designers, and other 
GAG employees will be avail¬ 
able that night to talk about 
their work and explain the 
equipment they use. 

“Students will get a bet¬ 
ter understanding of man¬ 
ufacturing and engineering 
jobs by seeing the different 
career pathways at a local 
company,” said Lemanski. 
He encouraged not only 
high school students to at¬ 
tend, but also middle and 
junior high school students 
who are thinking about 
possible careers. 

Huestis said the pro¬ 
gram will create a “baseline 
of abilities” students can 
build on at jobs with local 
machining and aerospace 
manufacturers throughout 
the Connecticut River val¬ 
ley. Even though the pro¬ 
gram is starting out using 
some older equipment, such 
as the Bridgeport milling 
machines, there will also be 
newer pieces of equipment. 

One of those is a Haas 
Control Simulator. It’s a 
classroom training device 
with a real, full-function 
control panel and keypad. 
Huestis will use it to teach 
programming and machine 
operation. 

“This device allows 
me to demonstrate full 
mill and lathe operation 
through a graphic inter¬ 
face showing tool selection 
and paths,” he explained. 
“Students will learn basic G 
and M code — the common 
name for numerical control 
programming language — 
and edit simple programs 


to simulate machining.” 

Formerly a math teacher 
at the high school, Huestis 
said that for the past 15 to 
20 years, K-12 education 
has been “hyper-focused” 
on getting students into col- 
lege. 

Huestis said advanced 
education is still necessary 
because of the complex¬ 
ity that technology has 
brought to society, “but we 
still need makers: people 
with the skills to turn ideas 
into reality. That requires 
an understanding of how 
things are made.” 

The new program is 
funded with money in the 
current budget and through 
grants, most recently a 
$10,000 grant from the state 
Department of Education, 
and guided by a 17-mem¬ 
ber Manufacturing Advi¬ 
sory Board. In addition to 
Huestis and Lemanski, the 
board includes Todd Bard 
of EvanLee Organics; Kristin 
Carlson of Peerless Preci¬ 
sion Inc.; Ronald Carriveau 
of Agawam Rosie Robot¬ 
ics; Sean Collins of Gover¬ 
nors America Corp.; David 
Cruise of Hampden Country 
Workforce Board; John Mur¬ 
phy of Mechanical Plastics 
Inc.; Heather Zielenski of 
Westfield Bank; Dan Che- 
banov, AHS student; Rob 
Clickstein, Agawam school 
business administrator ools; 
Jen LaPoint, AHS counselor; 
Gary Masciadrelli, mechan¬ 
ical engineering professor 
at Springfield Technical 
Community College; Susan 
Niles, AHS counselor; Pa¬ 
tricia Parker-Flores, LPVEC 
education coordinator; Tom 
Schnepp, AHS principal;

eludes the purchase of a couple smart 
TVs as well. Squindo said that it’s some¬ 
thing will help seniors adjust to hearing 
loss and allow for a more individualized 
experience within the center’s walls. 

The leftover grant money is being 
combined with a formula grant petition 
and a contribution from the Friends of 
the Agawam Senior Center to purchase 
a grow rack. The rack comes with its 
own lighting system, so it can be set up 
indoors with simulated outdoor light¬ 
ing conditions.

if it’s successful, possibly expand the op¬ 
erations with more grow racks for other 
vegetables like cucumbers and tomatoes. 

“What we intend to do is let the se¬ 
niors grow leafy greens and see if we 
can use the leafy greens in our nutrition 
program,” Squindo explained. “So, se¬ 
niors are growing and consuming their 
own produce in the program.” 

Additionally, Squindo added that 
there are research studies detailing the 
benefits gardening can have for all ages, 
particularly therapeutic benefits. 

“We have a lot of anecdotal conver¬ 
sations with seniors that enjoy garden¬ 
ing,” he said. “We think it will be a suc¬ 
cess.” 

The grow rack and AudioFetch sys¬ 


tem are two more ways Squindo and 
his staff are looking to improve the of¬ 
ferings seniors have available to them, 
using a combination of analysis and se¬ 
nior center attendee feedback. 

“These are little areas where we can 
try something,” Squindo said. “To the 
extent it will succeed, that remains to 
be seen and we’ll go from there.” 

The Senior Center is currently run¬ 
ning a drive for personal care items. 
All donations will be packaged up and 
delivered to homebound seniors. Items 
needed include deodorant, tooth brush¬ 
es, tooth paste, soaps and shampoo. 
Anyone wishing to donate can drop 
items off with any Senior Center staff 
member on or before Monday, Dec. 17.
